bombing field in Los Angeles and 
K ern counties was announced F ri­ 
day by H erbert C. Legg, WPA 
A dm inistrator for Southern C ali­ 
fornia. 


Sponsored by the commanding 
officer at March Field, w ork on 
the half million dollar defense 
im provem ent program is expected 
to get under way early next week, 
according to Legg.

Tank and under­ 
structure, gliding over rollers, is 
now being pulled by block and

INJURED WHEN 


HORSE FALLS 


A dram a of courage and stam ­ 
ina. a story book tale of a brave 
woman, was inacted on the steep 
slopes of Mt. San Jacinto on F ri­ 
day of last week. The heroine in 
the story is Mrs. Louis Biliington, 
who is now recovering from the 
ordeal in the Pomona Com m unity 
Hospital. 
Mrs. Biliington was a m em ber 
of the party that enjoyed the two- 
day ride up San Jacinto m oun­ 
tain last week. The group had just 
left the peak on the retu rn trip 
to Idyllwild when the horse Mrs. 
Biliington was riding slipped on 
the precipitous trail and plunged 
over a steep em bankm ent, rolling 
over its rider. The accident oc­ 
curred at 11:30 in the m orning. 
Mrs. Biliington was 
critically 
injured, suffering a broken pelvis. 
The riders w ere many miles from 
Idyllwild, the nearest point that 
can be reached by auto, and the 
problem of how to get her ou t of 
the wilderness of m ountains con­ 
fronted them. In spite of pain, the 
injured woman solved the prob­ 
lem. G ritting her teeth like a 
man, the little woman clim bed 
back on her mount, which was 
uninjured in the fall, and rode out 
to civilization over 
the 
m any 
miles of steep, rough trail. 
It takes a lot of "intestinal fort­ 
itude" even on the p art of a brave 
m an to climb back on his m ount 
and ride him over steep m oun­ 
tain trails immediately following 
such an accident; but for a w om an 
to do so is 
positively 
praise­ 
worthy. 
The injured woman rode the 
trail for 5 Vi hours after the acci­ 
dent. 
Mr. Biliington motored to Idyll- 
wild Friday night, and drove his 
injured wife down to H em et for 
medical attention. She spent the 
night in Hemet. 
The next day she was rem oved 
to the Pomona Comm unity Hos­ 
pital.

The Republican party has fulfilled its obligation 
to the nation by nom inating Wendell Willkie for 
president.

T he record of W endell Willkie is one of which 
every American, no m atter w hat his partisan al­ 
legiance, can be proud.

He has made many speeches and 
w ritten many articles. And all of them, basically, 
deal with one issue.

o f life. It is the age-long issue of man against the 
sta te— of liberty fighting for its life against some 
kind o f collectivism . W hat W endell Willkie abhors 
m ost is dictatorship— no m atter what form it ap­ 
pears in, or w hat honeyed words are used to con­ 
ceal its true m eaning and intent. And he is one of 
the fortunate few with a personality which m akes 
it possible for him to dram atize his convictions. 
Mr. Willkie is a candidate in the finest Amer­ 
ican mould— a candidate with greatness of mind 
End heart and spirit.

A belief held by some laymen, 
nam ely; 
th at 
oil 
might 
have 
evolved from the rem ains of col­ 
ossal w hales and dinosaurs, is de­ 
cidedly unlikely, as fossil rem ains 
of these form s of 
mam mal 
and 
reptilian life, are m ost generally 
found in terrestrial or land form a­ 
tions, w hich are 
unsuitable for 
any com m ercial accum ulation of 
oil. sBo w e can 
elim inate these 
forms of prehistoric life, as being 
any source of oil in California or 
elsewhere. 
The tru e origin 
of crude oil, 
w hich is soon to be sought in this 
part of R iverside county, is u n ­ 
known, b u t there 
are num erous 
theories of its origin which come 
under tw o headings: 
1—Inorganic theories of oil o ri­ 
gin. 
2—O rganic theories of oil ori­ 
gin. 
The inorganic theories postulate 
chemical 
reactions 
from 
gases 
buried deep in the earth, which, 
w hen cooled at th e surface, re­ 
sult in petroleum , especially the 
action of deep-seated w ater upon 
deep-buried carbides of iron and 
nickle. 
The evidence of gaseous 
em anations from volcanoes bears 
out the chem ical sim ilarity, but 
the geologic evidence of com m er­ 
cial oil occurrence in California 
and elsew here does 
not support 
this theory. 
The organic theories are gener­ 
ally accepted by th e petroleum in 
dustry as being the most logical 
ones to 
explain 
the 
origin of 
crude oil. 
Such theories fall u n ­ 
der three headings: 
1—O rigin from m arine veget­ 
able m aterial. 
2—O rigin from 
m arine anim al 
m aterial. 
3—The com bination of both m a­ 
rine-anim al and m arine-vegetable 
m aterial. 
The w ord 
“m arine” is used as 
the occurrence of oil is closely re ­ 
lated to sedim ents 
which 
carry 
m arine fossils. 
Evidence of m a­ 
rine-vegetable origin is shown by 
the m inute m arine algae, m arine 
diatoms, seaweed, and other m a­ 
rine-vegetable 
forms 
which 
abound in shales in the oil fields 
at Long Beach, 
Signal Hill and 
other points and w hich seem to be 
a logical 
source 
of 
crude oil. 
Foram inifera, 
ostrocods, 
fish 
bones and fish scales, corals and 
oysterlike bivalves also abound in 
these oil fields. 
It is 
even 
thought 
th at oil 
m ight have evolved from non-fos­ 
sil bearing m aterial upon which 
the sm all anim al form s subsisted. 
It is certainly true th at numerous 
laboratory tests conducted by the 
Shell, Union 
and 
Richfield Oil 
Com panies prove th at petrolifer­ 
ous products can be distilled from 
most any form of 
vegetable and 
anim al life. 
The late Dr. David 
T. Day of 
California 
made oil 
from kelp, a 
vile-sm elling pro­ 
duct, but sim ilar in m any respects 
to oil. K elp would leave little or 
no fossil evidence and it grows in 
abundance along 
the 
Southern 
California seacoast. If the ancient 
seas w ere as rich in kelp as are 
the present day seas, it m ight well 
have been a source of crude oil. 
Petrified kelp has been found in 
strata of 
desert 
canyons near 
here. 
B acterial action probably play­ 
ed an im portant p a rt 
in the d e­ 
struction of the anim al or veget­ 
able life and assisted in the chem ­ 
ical action w hich 
has given us 
petroleum . 
R eturning to the possibilities of 
oil in the B anning and adjacent 
areas, the w riter 
points 
to the 
finds w hich have been m ade of 
forms of life from which crude oil 
is believed to have evolved. This 
evidence, together w ith the sim i­ 
larity of structures w ith those of 
the now producing Puente Hills, 
is having a most influencing ef­ 
fect on contem plated 
drilling in 
this part of Riverside county and 
the B anning area. 
Oil form ed into source beds and 
later m igrated to adjacent porous 
strata. 
This will be discussed in 
the next article of this series.

Because hunters in the southern 
part of the state have too long 
abused the privilege of going out 
"rabbit hunting,'’ only to return 
home w ith a bag of quail, the 
California State Fish and Game 
Commission recently made the 
ruling that the season on rabbits 
in five of the southern counties 
will be closed for eight m onths 
out of the year. 
Those 
counties 
affected 
are 
Riverside, San B ernardino, Los 
Angeles, O range and Im perial, 
and the season will be closed from 
Jan. 1 to Aug. 31. 
The above decision was made 
at the last regular session of the 
Fish and Game Commission m eet­ 
ing in Los Angeles, and in order­ 
ing the closed season the com­ 
mission stated 
that 
too many 
hunters are abusing the restric­ 
tions on quail and that this is 
thought to be a good means of 
curbing the abuse.

My D ear Mr. Barkow: 
As a 
tem porary resident of 
Banning 
(having come here from 
Palm 
Springs for the sum mer months), 
I desire to express to you the en­ 
joym ent I have had from reading 
your new spaper, with special ref­ 
erence to the fine editorial in your 
edition of July 25th bearing the 
caption “Next President Faces Se­ 
rious Problem s.” 
I have been a diligent reader 
of m any new spapers for m a n y 
years, especially during th e more 
than four years past w hen I have 
had an abundance of leisure for 
such purposes. Being a believer in 
dem ocratic processes, 
I 
realize 
that an inform ed public opinion 
is the first essential of a success­ 
ful 
democracy, 
and 
th a t 
our 
new spapers can be a potent force 
in creating this kind of public 
opinion. Surprisingly, how ever, I 
have com e to th e conclusion that 
the new spapers which a re pub­ 
lished in our sm aller cities usually 
carry m ore of independent and 
straightforw ard thinking than we 
find in m ost of our m etropolitan 
publications. Perhaps this is due 
to the fact th at the editors in 
sm aller cities a re closer to the 
people than those in th e large 
centers of population and t h a t 
they are influenced to a less de­ 
gree by the pow er of big adver­ 
tising. In any event, it gives me 
pleasure to tell you that th e par­ 
ticular editorial to which I have 
referred is a very refreshing one 
to me—devoid of the custom ary 
partisanship, evidencing broad in­ 
form ation as to our national prob­ 
lems, 
and 
stim ulating 
serious 
thought as to th eir possible solu­ 
tion. 
May I, however, m ake a few 
com m ents on th e subject 
t h a t 
seem to me to be pertinent to the 
situation, and th a t will perhaps 
throw a little fu rth er light on the 
nature of the job that th e Presi­ 
dent of our country undertakes. 
You say, “A t best, th e presi­ 
dency o f the U nited States is one 
of the w orld’s toughest jobs — he 
accepts duties and responsibilities 
which w ill be w ith him e v e r y 
waking m inute of his tim e.” 
W ithout the slightest inclination 
to m inim ize the seriousness and 
burdensom e natu re of this job, in 
fairness I think it should be said, 
however, that there are a few 
com pensating factors. 
H e works 
under th e most favorable circum ­ 
stances as to physical facilities, 
with th e privilege of surrounding 
him self w ith an almost unlim ited 
num ber of m en of the highest 
skill and experience, 
practically 
w ithout regard to operating costs. 
He is privileged through custom 
to absent him self from his daily 
grind at frequent intervals. 
He 
has no special fear of the big 
business which he is m anaging 
getting into financial difficulties. 
He has no qualm s over having to 
face a board of directors w ho may 
take him to task for not having 
produced profits and dividends to 
meet 
th eir ever-increasing de­ 
mands. He has no special worries 
about his own personal financial 
problems, because we do not al­ 
low our ex-presidents to know 
real w ant after their retirem ent. 
Nevertheless, and despite all 
of 
these fav'orable details of the job, 
I fully agree w ith you th a t it is a 
m an-sized job in these hazardous 
times. 
As to the present incum bent, 
who 
m ay 
become 
o u r 
next 
president also, there are 
some 
conspicuous 
facts that I would 
I like to m ention briefly. 
From all I can learn from many 
sources, although Mr. 
Roosevelt 
i began this arduous work s o m e 
I eight years ago under a serious 
I physical handicap, at the present 
¡ time he seems to show practically 
no bad effects from his heavy 
burdens during the two 
terms 
that he has served in th e office, 
other than the toll w hich eight 
years w ould naturally ta k e from 
a man of his age. He appears to 
be sound in both body and mind, 


quick in thought, fluent in speech, 
confident, cheerful and capable of 
doing as much work as he was 
eight years ago. While I am not a 
physician, psychologist, physiolo­ 
gist, o r psychiatrist, I believe I 
know som ething of why he has 
been able to carry his burdens so 
successfully. 
In the first place, Mr. Roosevelt 
is an ardent believer in the dem o­ 
cratic form of governm ent, but 
he know s th at public opinion is 
the determ ining factor in how far 
he can go in making our dem o­ 
cracy w ork effectively. He has 
done his full share in forming 
public opinion and in trying to 
create an informed public opin­ 
ion w ithout which no president 
can hope to effect any reform s or 
im provem ents. He has repeatedly 
expressed his deep concern for 
the one-third of our population 
that is ill-fed, ill-housed and poor­ 
ly clothed, and has thereby aw ak­ 
ened in the mind of the public an 
increasing interest in this m ajor 
subject. In every “fireside” talk 
he has made, he has evidenced a 
serious concern for the w elfare 
of the people as a whole, even 
though this has frequently 
in ­ 
volved federal governm ent 
ex­ 
penditures th at have startled the 
reactionaries who have 
thought 
more of w here the money would 
come from than w here it would 
go and w hat good it would do. 
The satisfaction of know ing that 
he was basically right and gener­ 
ous nad considerate of the needy 
m ust have contributed much to 
his ability to stand the vigorous 
opposition he has m et in holding 
his otherw ise nerve-w racking job. 
You say “The next president's 
most im m ediate problem will be 
that of national defense,” 
a n d 
that th e problem of finding some 
way to pay for this w ill tax the 
president to the limit. I think one 
of Mr. Roosevelt's chief assets is 
his confident belief th at necessi­ 
ties like national defense must be 
had, regardles of final paym ent 
for them , and 
that, 
after all, 
money is simply a m an - made 
thing th at can be m ade to serve 
our basic' purposes in some m an­ 
ner, at the right time, and that 
the w orry over how to pay f o r 
fundam ental necessities need not 
stand in the way of 
acquiring 
these necessities under pressure 
of emergencies. While he has a 
proper regard for 
safeguarding 
our present m onetary and bank­ 
ing system, as long as it can be 
safeguarded, I am confident he 
realizes that it is far more im ­ 
portant to safeguard the nation's 
very existence than to w orry too 
much about upholding a g i v e n 
m onetary scheme to the detrim ent 
of m ore im portant m atters. A fter 
all, the world has existed under 
various kinds of m onetary sys­ 
tems and none of them are neces­ 
sarily holy. And I think he real­ 
izes also that the country can pay 
only a certain am ount of interest 
on the public debt, w hether this 
may be 3% on fifty billions, 2% 
on seventy-five billions or 1% on 
a hundred and fifty billions—it 
is all the same am ount of actual 
interest in the long run and gov­ 
ernm ent debt is only borrowed 
credit which is largely made out 
of thin air. 
As to the “problem of trade,” 
—which probably m eans “foreign 
trade,” I am confident Mr. Roose­ 
velt realizes that foreign trade is 
and has always been one of our 
m ajor national delusions, som e­ 
thing to be desired if it can be 
had to advantage, but nothing to 
fight and die for. 
Fortunately, 
this country is self-sustaining as 
to both agricultural products and 
industrial facilities. 
Europe has 
nothing that we need in exchange 
for either our agriculture or our 
industry’s production. If we take 
gold for it (of which Europe has 
alm ost none anyw ay) this would 
be practically w orthless to us un­ 
less w e could find som ething to 
buy w ith it, bu t we don’t w ant 
industrial products because they 
would injure our own industries, 
and w e certainly don’t w ant to 
buy food from Europe. So, after 
all, the subject of foreign trade 
is nothing to keep a president 
aw ake at night. It has 
never 
am ounted to m ore than from 5% 
to 8% of our total business, and 
whije it has benefited one indus­ 
try, it has injured another which 
had to compete with the im ports 
which paid eventually fo r the ex ­ 
ports. I think he realizes that it 
will be unavoidable for South 
America to trade its agriculture 
for G erm any’s m anufactures, and 
that our chief concern is to see 
that G erm any does not dom inate 
South America through the lever­ 
age such trade m ight produce. 
You mention “farm re lie f’ as 
one of our headache producing 
problem s which w e have not yet 
solved. Mr. Roosevelt has effec­ 
tively come to the relief of the 
farmers, not in a basically sound 


m anner perhaps, but in the only 
m anner that w as at his command, 
if he was to avoid th e shocking 
alternative o f violently 
shaking 
down industrial prices to 
put 
them on a p arity with agricultural 
prices. Public opinion has not p er­ 
m itted this perm anent solution of 
the m atter, so he has done the 
“next best thing” in a business­ 
like way, and w ithout grieving 
too m uch about having to accept 
the only alternative at his com ­ 
mand. You adm it Europe cannot 
buy our agricultural products be­ 
cause they have no m eans of p ay ­ 
ing for them. So apparently we 
m ust subsidize the farm er tem ­ 
porarily and let industry, with its 
high prices, pay the bill. There is 
nothing about this to cause in­ 
som nia in a practical and right- 
thinking president. 
As to the problem of unem ­ 
ploym ent and relief. I feel sure 
this has w orried our 
president 
more than any other, but he m ust 
have enjoyed the satisfaction of 
knowing th at he did som ething 
courageous and hum an and d e­ 
cent about it instead of m erely 
w orrying about his inabilty to do 
anything w ithout annoying 
the 
believers in the old system of 
“letting them starve.” In other 
words, if he had felt and acted 
like his reactionary critics (Roger 
Babson and C arter Glass and o th ­ 
ers of their ilk) he would have 
“let nature tak e its course" and 
this would have been enough to 
take the h eart out of any real 
hum anitarian. 
You say also “there is the prob­ 
lem of the A m erican standard of 
living”—that our enormous 
ex ­ 
penditures for national 
defense 
m ust be paid for in some m anner 
and th at this will probably cause 
a lowering of our standard of liv­ 
ing. I have an idea th at this is 
not causing Mr. Roosevelt much 
loss of sleep. We have spent a 
lot of money in this country d u r­ 
ing the last tw o decades on edu­ 
cation, and as a result, I don't 
believe the American public is 
going to tolerate too much burden 
of taxation in the lower income 
ranks, to pay.either the principal 
or interest on debts created to d e ­ 
fend the nation. 
I fancy Mr. 
Roosevelt realizes th at we could 
lower the standards of living of a 
great many people w ithout re ­ 
ducing their weight or lowering 
the standard of their health, b e­ 
fore burdening the poor with the 
problem of paying for defense. 
So, the m atter of how the job 
of being president affects 
t h e 
health of o u r presidents depends 
largely on th e kind of man we 
have for president. A man who 
has a determ ination to do som e­ 
thing reasonably effective in 
a 
right cause— at least as much as 
public opinion will let him do— 
and constantly tries to raise the 
level of inform ed public opinion 
so as to perm it him to do m ore 
and better things in the general 
interest of th e public, does not 
need to take his job too seriously. 
C ertainly he has no occasion to 
w orry about the sacredness of the 
status quo and the m any taboos 
that have haunted such men as 
poor W arren G. Harding and men 
of his type. They are the kind 
that have evoked my sym pathy— 
men who faced problems w ithout 
the courage to do anything about

From his sickbed in Loma L in­ 
da Sanatarium , 
Senator John 
Phillips of Banning, leader of the 
economy bloc in the state legislat­ 
ure, answered G overnor Culbert 
Olson's challenge to the members 
of the joint relief committee to 
acknowledge publicly th a t the re ­ 
lief appropriation m ade by the 
legislature last May is inadequate. 
Phillips is chairm an of the joint 
relief committee. 
He is at Loma 
Linda recovering from a severe 
attack of influenza. A meeting of 
the joint legislative committee on 
relief was called by the Governor 
for Thursday at San Francisco. 
“Obviously I cannot be in San 
Francisco m yself for the hearing 
T hursday,” Phillips 
said, “but I 
am confident th at other commit­ 
tee mem bers 
w ill 
be 
present. 
There is no reason for hesitation, 
especially as w e 
would 
like to 
have answers to several questions. 
“For example: 
Why was the 
‘come and get it’ idea circulated 
among relief recipients in the past 
month? 
• “With the 
known 
relief load 
and the known appropriation, w hy 
was all of June and m ost of Ju ly 
allowed to pass w ithout the SRA 
starting economy? 
“Is there any 
connection b e­ 
tw een all this flurry an d the a p ­ 
proaching election? 
“Has 
the governor 
forgotten 
that the last tim e he told us the 
SRA w as broke, 
we p u t an ac­ 
countant on the books and they 
had $2.500,000? 
Senator Phillips expressed con­ 
fidence that SRA A dm inistrator 
S. R. Rubinow will ta k e care of 
all deserving needy w ithout any 
hesitation. 
He said the legislature “would 
appreciate a little cooperation” on 
the p art of the state adm inistra­ 
tion.”
